Mrs. Knollis a direct descendant 
of David Stone and inherited from her father the original miniature painting on ivory 
from which this picture was made. According to the information on the back of the 


painting the portrait was done in Philadelphia, February 22, 1800. At that time 
Stone was thirty years old. 


Stone Emerges 
From 


The Past 


David Stone was serving his first term in the United States Senate 
in 1803. At that time his impressive home at Hope Plantation in Bertie 
County was nearing completion. In 1965 Historic Hope Foundation was 
established to preserve and restore this handsome Federal mansion. It is 
encouraging to note that the accomplishments of the Foundation have 
stimulated considerable interest in Stone himself. 

Relegated to a hazy position by earlier North Carolina historians, 
David Stone, for the first time, is seen now in a more realistic 
atmosphere. Finally this early controversial political leader of the State 
of North Carolina emerges as a human being. 

Born on the eve of the American Revolution, Stone reached 
maturity just as his country was coming into existance. His were the 
years of the Federal Era, one of the most fasinating in our country’s 
history. This was the time of an infant nation seeking Stability — 
attempting to survive by a democratic philosophy which had never been 
practiced before in modern history. It was the time of Federalists, 
advocates of strong central government, and Republicans, defenders of 
states sovereignty, and Stone endorsed the principles of one and then the 
other depending on the dicates of his conscience. 

With a background of position established by his father and 
educated for the law, Stone considered it his duty to enter politics and 
early sought the arena. At nineteen he voted, in 1789, at the State 
Convention for the ratification of the United States Constitution. At 
Twenty-five he was a Superior Court Judge. He served his county in the 
North Carolina General Assembly. He served his state as Governor and 
as its representative in both Houses of the United States Congress. 

His interests, however, were varied. Having inherited considerable 
property he continued throughout his life to add to his holdings. His role 
as planter was a most successful one. His interest in architecture is 
evident by the very academic Georgian style mansion he build at Hope 
Plantation. His support of education and civic improvements is seen 
throughout his public career. The catalogue of his large library reveals 
his catholic taste. The listings of the furnishings of his homes in Bertie and 
Wake Counties reflect great refinement. His violin, his case of surgical 
instruments and his electrifying machine mentioned in his inventory 
further attests to his versatility. Such an array of interest is reminesant 
of the master of Monticello whom Stone, as Congressman, supported in 
the unique presidental contest of 1800. 

It is hoped that in the future the life of Governor Stone will take on 
even larger and clearer deminsions as more information comes fo light.

Furniture Collection 


In furnishing Hope, the home of Governor David Stone (1770-1818), 
a number of factors had to be considered. Since it was being restored to 
its appearance during his ownership the furniture and appointments 
would of necessity have to be of the period in which he lived or earlier, 
with no design used which would have come into being after his death in 
1818. An insight into the life style of Stone was of the utmost importance. 
If the restoration was to be authentic all research concerning this 
distinguished North Carolinian, had to be considered. The scale of his 
home at Hope Plantation was also a determining factor. It is reasonable 
to assume that the owner of such an elegant mansion would certainly 
furnish it accordingly. Another factor to be considered in the selection 
was availability. The furnishings at Hope should reflect those to which 
Stone would have had access in the area where he resided. Of course, a 
man of his position and wealth would have had the opportunity to acquire 
the best both locally and in the cities along the eastern seaboard, 
particularly in Philadelphia and Washington where he served in the 
Congress. 

Invaluable to the authenticity of the furnishings project was the 
inventory of Stone’s household furniture made at the time of his death and 
the account of his estate sale which followed. These records have been 
the guidelines upon which the furnishings collection has been built. 
They have provided for a more accurate and precise refurbishing of Hope 
than otherwise would have been possible. 

On entering the main hall at Hope one sees .a fine tall case clock, 
circa 1800, made by Aaron Willard. Willard was of the famous clock 
making family of Massachusettes. The father, Benjamin Willard, was a 
clockmaker, as well as four of his sons, including Aaron. Stone's estate 
sale listed a clock, but gave no description. The fact that it brought 
seventy-five dollars determined that it was a tall case clock. By 
consulting price lists of clockmakers at that time (1819) it was found that 
tall case clocks of good quality were selling for this amount. 

On the right is a large Hepplewhite side table of Southern origin, 
circa 1800, with its top painted to simulate marble. This was occasionally 
done when a furniture maker’s customer wanted the effect of a marble 
top, but none was available. 

At the rear of the hall are a tall clothes press, circa 1800, anda large 
blanket chest, circa 1770, both of Southern origin. Such pieces of furniture 
were indispensable and found in all homes when houses were built with a 
minimum of closets. Also, at the rear of the hall is a beautifully 
proportioned, small, Hepplewhite table with inlay, circa 1800 of Bertie 
County origin. Scattered throughout the hall are gray painted Windsor 
chairs, representing the ‘‘two and ten-twelths dozen gray painted chairs 
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Late 18th century walnut bird cage, tiit top tea table of North Carolina origin located in the 
guest bedroom on the second floor. 


listed in the Stone inventory. On the walls are maps of the period by Cary, 
indicative of Stone’s map collection. 

In the family parlor-dining room are found a six-legged, walnut, 
drop leaf table, circa 1800, of local origin; five Chippendale chairs, circa 
1775, of North Carolina origin and a square, tripod, tea table, circa 1790, of 
southern origin. In addition to these pieces is an interesting large, pine, 
flat wall cupboard of local origin painted in the same colors as the 
woodwork of the room. This was frequently done with pine or poplar 
furniture of the eighteenth and early nineteenth century.

One of the most important pieces in the collection is the 
Chippendale chair in the French manner located in this room. The chair, 
circa 1770, originally belonged to Thomas Pollock of Runiroi, an 
eighteenth century plantation in Bertie County on the Roanoke River. The 
style of this chair is perhaps unique in the annals of North Carolina 
furniture. A sewing table (called in Stone’s day a work table), a child’s 
Windsor chair, a baby walker and a metal food warmer complete the 
furnishings of this room. 

In the large dining room are found two of the most outstanding 
pieces in the collection. These are a corner cupboard and a flat cupboard, 
both in walnut and both made by a most accomplished cabinet maker of 
the Roanoke River Valley, whose identity is yet to be determined. He is 
often referred to as the ‘flowered pediment’’ cabinet maker because of 
his frequent use of an embossed floral design in the pediment. An article 
on this unknown craftsman by Frank Horton appeared in the magazine, 
““Antiques’’ (June 1972) accompanied with illustrations of both of the 
Hope cupboards. A three section banquet table, circa 1800, of Southern 
origin and a Hepplewhite sideboard attributed to Nehimiah Adams of 
Salem, Massachusetts fill the requirements for such items listed in the 
Stone inventory. Over the mantel hangs an oil portrait of Governor Stone, 
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Mahogany clothes on linen press in two parts behind the doors of the upper section are 


sliding trays on which garments were laid. Southern origin, circa 1800, located in the rear of 
the main hall on the first floor. 


by an unknown artist, lent by the North Carolina Department of Cultural 
Resources. A walnut Chippendale cellarette, circa 1780, of local origin is 
located in this room. On loan to the Restoration, it is of a discovered group 
of cellarettes whose construction is peculiar to the area. This utilitarian 
piece was particularly popular in the Southern home. Ten walnut side 
chairs of a Bertie County, eighteenth century, Chippendale design 
represent the ‘‘ten walnut chairs’’ of the inventory. A suite of four silver 
plated English candlesticks, circa 1800, of Georgian design (each 
monogrammed with an ‘’S’’) represent the ‘‘two pair of plated sticks”’ 
listed, and a Chippendale style tea caddy with a carved wooden finial in 
the shape of a pineapple represents the “plated tea caddy”’ listed. 

Across the hall from the dining room is the daughters’ bedroom. 
Here are found a low post bed, circa 1800, of local origin; a pencil post 
bed, circa 1760, of New England origin; two local trundle beds; a 
Hepplewhite, walnut chest of drawers, circa 1800, of Southern origin; a 
flax wheel, dated 1812; two local samplers and a local theorem painting 
all of the early nineteenth century. 

Also on the first floor is the bedroom of Governor and Mrs. Stone. A 
handsome Hepplewhite bed with Marlborough feet, circa 1810, believed to 
be of Philadelphia origin; an American Sheraton chest of drawers, circa 
1815, with carved corner posts; a walnut candlestand, circa 1800, of 
Southern origin and a local pine blanket chest, circa 1790, with ogee 
bracket feet are in this room. 

A refined lady’s secretary of Sheraton design with a cylinder fall, 
circa 1815, of Massachusettes origin represents the one listed in the 
inventory. A rare American medicine cabinet of the late eighteenth 
century stands ona side table. This was a necessary item for a plantation

home, usually far from the services of a physician. The master or 
mistress of the house frequently attended to the medical needs of the 
plantation population. Above the medicine cabinet is a copy of a 
miniature of David Stone. The original was painted in Philadelphia, 
February 22, 1800, when Stone was thirty years old. This and the portrait 
in the dining room are the only known likenesses of him. The bedroom is 
also supplied with a walnut corner commode chair, circa 1760, of local 
origin. 

On climbing the stairs to the second floor main hall one sees an 
American Sheraton Pembroke table with turned reeded legs. This is one 
of the two pieces of furniture original to the mansion. Over it hangs an 
elongated Chippendale mirror of English or Philadelphia origin. A 
Duncan Phyfe style sofa, circa 1810, graces the hall as does a Southern 
walnut, tripod table, with a detachable top, executed in the manner of

Jeffersonian classicism. 

Advancing into the spacious drawing room, one sees the elegance 
of the formality of the Federal period. At the far end of the room the 
Adam's style mantle frames the fireplace faced with Italian marble. In 
the fireplace is a pair of handsome, American andirons signed by the 
maker, ‘’R. Wittingham, N. York.’’ Above it is a tall, over mantel mirror, 
framed by gold, reeded, turned columns. Centered in the frieze at the top 
of the mirror is a spread winged eagle in high relief. The mirror is of 
English origin. On the mantel flanking the mirror is a pair of French 
bronze and marble candlabra. At the other end of the room is a 
Chippendale breakfront, circa 1790, of English origin. Here some of the 
rarer pieces of the ceramic collection are displayed, including two cake 


plates from Mrs. Stone’s dessert set. These are English transfer ware, 
circa 1810. Flanking the breakfront is a pair of small, Southern, Sheraton 
Pembroke tables, circa 1810. Over them is a pair of rococo mirrors, 
representing the “‘pair of elegant mirrors’’ named in the inventory. A 
Hepplewhite piano, patented in 1798 by John Broadwood and Son, shows 
that music was one of the ways of entertainment in this room. Two sofas, 
one English and one American, two Sheraton game tables and a Sheraton 
Pembroke table of American origin and numerous chairs, including a set 
of six Duncan Phyfe style chairs complete the furnishings of the room. 

Off the drawing room is the guest bedroom. Here is seena very fine 
bed, circa 1800, of Southern origin. The foot posts are carved with sheaves 
of rice. The headboard can be removed to allow better circulation of air 
during hot weather. This bed was shown in Richmond at the 1952 
exhibition of Southern furniture, sponsored by the Virginia Society of 
Fine Arts. A Southern, Hepplewhite, swell front chest of drawers, circa 
1790; a North Carolina, walnut, tripod table, circa 1780, and a pair of loop 
back Windsor chairs, circa 1795, signed by the maker, W. Bowen of 
Philadelphia, are also found in this room. A Mark Catsby print from a

mid-eighteenth century German edition hangs above the Sheraton 
‘washstand. Nearby stands an American Sheraton commode chair. 

In the library, on the second floor, is found the second piece of 
furniture original to Hope. This is Governor Stone’s desk, which he 
probably inherited from his father, Zedekiah Stone. It is a 
Massachusettes, Chippendale, slant top desk, circa 1765, with reverse 
serpentine front and ball and claw feet. This piece is on indefinite loan to 
the Hope Foundation. A local, walnut Chippendale corner chair, circa 


1770, also on loan to the restoration, is seen at the desk. 

From Stone’s inventory and documents of his son, David 
Williamson Stone, it was learned that the Governor possessed a pair of 
terrestial and celestial globes. These are represented by a pair made by 
Cary in 1805. On the walls are two interesting maps. One was published in 
1783 and was the first map of the United States after it gained its 
independence. The other is a facsimile of the first map of North Carolina 
as a state, dated 1808. It is dedicated by its makers to Governor Stone and 
Peter Brown who were instrumental in having the map made. A local, 
Chippendale, walnut, drop-leaf table, circa 1780, stands to the left of the 
fireplace. Beside it is a Massachusettes, Chippendale arm chair with a 
Gothic splat, circa 1765. A Chippendale side chair, circa 1765, is attributed 
to the Philadelphia cabinet maker, Thomas Affleck. The andirons in the 
fireplace are signed “‘J. Davis, Boston’’. A pair of Southern, walnut, 
Chippendale chairs, circa 1790; a fine Windsor arm chair; a rare local 
child’s arm chair and an American, cherry, candlestand are among the 
furnishings. A Hepplewhite side table with a drawer, circa 1795, of local 
origin is by the bookcases. On it is a 1754 edition of The British Architect 
by Abraham Swann. This book was listed in the inventory. Recent 
research suggests that it was the source of the floor plan of Hope. Three 
books bearing Stone’s autograph, which were actually in the library, 
have been found and placed there. It is hoped that his library which listed 
over 1,400 volumes in the inventory can be rebuilt in the near future. 

The service hall on the second floor contains a local blanket chest 
and a local walnut table. 

In the son’s room is the oldest piece in the collection. This is a chest 
on frame, circa 1700, of Bertie County origin, made of pine, cedar and 
cypress. It was originally painted red. The bed is an American pencil 
post, circa 1790, made of butternut. A small American, Chippendale 
mirror (listed in the inventory as ‘‘looking glass’’) hangs over the local 
pine washstand. A North Carolina clothes press; a local blanket chest; 
two trunks anda rare hat box complete the furnishings of this room. 

In this area of the house is a rare set of six American Chippendale 
country ladder back chairs with rush seats. An early nineteenth century 
day bed of Southern origin and an American eighteenth century cradle 
are located in the small room next to the attic stairs. 

All the furnishings in the winter kitchen, located on the ground floor 
beneath the family parlor-dining room are of local or regional origin. 
They include a pine flat wall cupboard painted red; a pine hunt board; a 
sawbuck table; a set of six ladder country chairs; a cypress button foot 
table, (circa 1740); a stretcher, base back table; a chopping table anda 
long pine table. An unusual pair of local arm chairs are on loan here. All 
of these pieces are from the eighteenth or early nineteenth century. 

. Certain Stone memorabilia in the collection includes a needlework 
picture worked by Stone’s daughter, Hannah; a beaded smoking cap, 
made for the Governor by the Indians; remnants of his chess set; silver 
forks made for members of his family by the Raleigh silversmith Root;, 
and medical college diplomas of his son-in-law and grandson. 


It is readily seen with the great variety of furnishings at Hope, what 
a man of Stone’s position and style would have assembled for a house 
such as his. For the student of furniture, the collection at Hope stretches 
over more than a hundred year period from the sturdy William and Mary 
style to the delicate turnings of Sheraton. For the scholar of the 
decorative arts, besides the furniture, the ceramics, the glass, the 
textiles, the brass and iron, the prints, paintings, toys, lighting devices 
and all the other accessories give a vivid picture of what was available to 
a person of the Federal Period. For the history researcher the furnishings 
reflect the background where Stone lived out his life. For all of us it shows 
the pleasant surroundings of a day gone by.

Hope Foundation 
Receives Grants 


The current projects of Historic Hope Foundation received a boost at 
the end of 1976 when it was announced by Mrs. Katharine B. Mountcastle, 
President of the Z. Smith Reynolds Foundation, that a $5,000 grant to 
Historic Hope for acquisitions had been approved. 

At the same time the Reynolds Foundation approved the transfer of a 
pending $5,000 grant for the reconstruction of the summer kitchen at 
Hope to be used for the more urgent project of moving the King House 
(1763) to the Hope property. It is expected that the moving of this 
important eighteenth century building will be accomplished within the 


next few months. 
John E. Tyler, retiring President of the Hope Foundation, said that 


notice of these grants coming at the end of 1976 certainly made a nice 
Christmas present for the Hope Foundation. He expressed the 
‘appreciation of the organization stating that the Z. Smith Reynolds 
Foundation’s interest in the restoration efforts here in Bertie County 
started in 1970 when it approved a grant for the renovation of the Cox 
House (1800), now being used as a caretaker residence on the Hope 


property. 


Friends Of Hope 


Furnishing Drive 


In May 1976 the Friends of Hope Community inaugurated its 
Acquisitions Drive. A letter from Mrs. Ernest L. Ives, Co-Chairman of the 
Friends Committee was sent to one thousand people. This letter 
contained a brochure listing the major furnishing available by purchase. 
The Foundation will always be grateful to one member of the Friends 
Committee who prefers to remain anonymous for contributing the 
brochures, printing the letters and addressing the envelopes. To have 
assumed the responsibility for these tasks was a monumental 
undertaking and the Foundation expresses its most sincere appreciation. 

The response was most gratifying. Numerous people throughout 
North Carolina and elsewhere came forth with contributions. 

At the annual meeting of the Friends Committee on September 17, 
1977, Mrs. Norman Perry, Foundation Chairman of Acquisitions, 
reported that during the two years more than $60,000 in funds or actual 
gifts of antiques were donated toward meeting the furnishings 
requirements. Her report stated that in 1976 there were two hundred 
seventy-five individuals from fifteen states, the District of Columbia and 
three foreign countries who gave $41,113 in funds and gifts. 

In 1977 there had been at that time one hundred fifty individuals 
from eight states and one foreign country who had contributed $19,592.27 
for a total of both years of $60,705.32. 

Mrs. Perry stated that the one major piece of furniture still needed 
according to Stone’s inventory was a backgammon table. She added the 
Directors and Friends Committee should start plans for rebuilding 
Governor Stone’s library which was one of the most outstanding of his 
day. 

The success of the Friends Furnishings Drive was outstanding. The 
pieces and items which Hope acquired as a result of this drive brought the 
furnishings requirements closer to completion. The Hope Foundation is 


indebted to its Friends Committee for this wonderful accomplishment 
and expresses gratitude to all.

The past two years has seen all of the preliminary work completed 
for the preparation of moving the King-Bazemore House to the Hope 
property where it is to be restored and opened to the public. This includes 
the archealogical research, both at the original site of the house and its 
designated location on the Hope grounds. This was done by Dr. David 
Phelps of the University of East Carolina and his staff during the summer 


of 1976. The information obtained by this research was turned over to the 
project's architectural firm of Edwards, Dove, Knight and Associates of 


Rocky Mount to be incorporated in the restoration plans. The historical 
research was also completed and the report turned over fo the Hope 
Foundation. This was done by Miss Anastasia Simms under the guidance 
of the Division of Archives and History of the State Department of 
Cultural Resources. W. M. Kemp and Company has been employed to 
undertake the restoration. The Foundation is fortunate to have the 
services of Mr. Kemp with his many years experience in the field of 
historic restoration. It was he who did the restoration work on the Hope 
Mansion. The moving of the house has actually begun with the later 
“‘lean-to’’ detached and already sitting on the Hope property. The Lilly 


Brothers House Movers of Washington, North Carolina are in charge of 
this phase of the project. Brick, matching the original in the foundation 
and ends, are being made by the Old Carolina Brick Company in 


Salisbury, North Carolina. 
Hope Foundation has received two matching grants from the North 


Carolina General Assembly to aid in this project. One was received in 
1975 for $25,000 and one in 1977 for $30,000. Besides these there has been a 
$5,000 matching grant made by the Z. Smith Reynolds Foundation of 
Winston-Salem. The Foundation is making every effort to match these 
grants by private solicitations and fund raising projects. 

The King-Bazemore House was donated to the Foundation at the 
end of 1974 by Mrs. Adelaide B. Jenkins and Mr. Henry L. Bazemore asa 
memorial to their parents, Mr. and Mrs. Cling Darden Bazemore. Build 
by William King in 1763 it is ‘‘one of two Known gambrel room houses with 
brick ends in North Carolina’’. It was placed on the National Register of 
Historic Places in 1971.

Historic Hope Plantation 
Collection Is Created 


WINDSOR — The Directors of the Historic Hope Foundation, Inc., with Wright Horne, 
Furniture Maker, Inc., announce the creation of the Hope Plantation Collection, fine, hand- 
made reproductions of the antique furnishings at Historic Hope, available exclusively 
through the Foundation. 

This joint venture will benefit the preservation efforts taking place at Hope 
Plantation, and will enable those who have admired the handsome, durable furnishings of 
the old plantation house to own copies of these pieces. 

In recent years the efforts of many generous people in North Carolina and across the 
nation have brought about a remarkable change in the once derelict home of David Stone, 
Governor of this state from 1808 to 1810. The mansion was built circa 1800 and was restored 
and furnished with simple elegance according to Governor Stone’s inventories; its 
outbuildings were reconstructed, groves and alleys of appropriate trees and shrubbery 
were planted and a smaller caretaker’s house of the same period was moved to the site and 


restored. 
In addition to the continuing expenses 


such as Hope, the Foundation is now anticipating 
carry out the meving and restoration of the King-Bazem 


of maintaining and operating a museum house 
the need for additional funds with which to 
ore House. This house was built in 


1763, and with its end walls of brick and gambrel roof will bring another interesting 
architectural style to the Historic Hope complex. With the completion of this restoration 
project, visitors to Hope will be able to see three very different yet compatible styles of 
early Tidewater architecture. 

The craftsman who will produce the. Hope Plantation Collection is Wright Horne of 
Tarboro. Although many proclaim that the art of making fine furniture by hand is dying out, 
Horne and his staff are out to prove them wrong. After a background of prep school, college 
and various business undertakings, Horne found that more than anything else he wanted to 
make beautiful, useful things out of wood. When readily available ‘How-To’ books failed to 
tell him how to do anything but make something the quick and easy way, he searched the 
area for an expert to teach him how to make things the best way. He was fortunate to 
become apprenticed to Preston A. Moore of Rocky Mount, a craftsman with a wide 
reputation for fine work. In the years that he spent with Moore, Wright Horne learned what 
books didn’t tell, about proportion, how wood behaves, why the old techniques hold up when 
modern ones don’t and that a lot of people want well-made furniture in their homes. 

Horne opened his own shop in Tarboro in 1977 and has begun his task of filling North 
Carolina and points beyond with the most beautiful, well-made furniture possible, and of 
teaching his art to anyone who really cares to learn. Through the Edgecombe County 
Technical Institute he has instructed several classes in beginning wood-working techniques 
and a class in chair construction. While many of the graduates of these classes use their 
skills only for their own enjoyment, others have become full-time woodworkers. 

Under the terms of the agreement between Historic Hope and Wright Horne, 
Furniture Maker, Inc., the exclusive rights to reproduce certain pieces of furniture owned 
by Historic Hope will be granted to Wright Horne, Furniture Maker, Inc., anda portion of 
the proceeds from the sales of these hand-made furnishings will be returned to Hope to help 
with the restoration projects there. 

Wright Horne, with the co-operation of the Historic Hope Foundation, has chosen 
certain chairs, tables, chests and beds belonging to Hope which are featured in a catalogue 
distributed to the members of the Historic Hope Foundation. For further information about 
the restoration of the Hope mansion or to request the catalogue of the Hope Plantation 
Collection, write to: Historic Hope Foundation, Inc., P.O. Box 601, Windsor, N.C. 27983.

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Historic Hope Foundation at its 
quarterly meeting held on December 12, 1977 hereby expresses its regret 
and sorrow for the death of Virginia Spruill Gillam, who departed this life 
on October 2, 1977. 

Mrs. Gillam, affectionately ‘‘Cousin Virginia’ to those whose 
pleasure and honor it was to know her, was born Virginia Spruill in 
Washington County, North Carolina on January 29, 1887, a daughter of 
Angelo G. Spruill and Mary Arnold Spruill. 

She graduated from Louisburg College from whence she took an AB 
degree. Following her graduation, Virginia Spruill taught school in 
Washington County, the Town of Plymouth and the Windsor Graded 


- School. 


In 1914, she was united in the holy bonds of matrimony with Moses 
Braxton Gillam, a native of Windsor and a distinguished member of the 
Bar for many years.
